` Murray, who has. also 
played in the Football 
League for Burnley, 
Blackpool and Bury, went 
into the- Southern League 
this season at Dartford and, 
‘who knows, could be playing 
for Wycombe. next season 
in the Isthmian, A. bustling 
type of player he has scored 
more than 50. Football 
League goals.

them, defender Sean Price and 


forward Paul Miles, played in. 


Reading’s Combination team 
this past season, while the other 
two youngsters, Bob Parsons and 
Andrew Hunt, are both 
forwards. The latter pair, live in 
Stokenchurch and were 
recommended by Oxford 
United. 

Wycombe boss Andy Williams 
was quick to stress that there was 
no immediate prospect of these 


nlayers being signed on. He is 


just taking a look at them 
tonight to see of they are good 
enough,

However Mr. Williams is 
hopeful of making two signings 
in the near future but neither wall 
be on view tonight. The players, 
believed to be a tall central 
striker and a defender, have yet 
to be named because 
negotiations have not been 
completed.

Park next season is exciting 
young striker Mark: Judd, who

has been undergoing trials at 


Walsall the past two months. 

Walsall have now in fact 
released him and as he does not 
have any firm job, Judd is 
something of a free agent with 
the whole country available. Mr. 
Williams pointed out that if 
Judd did return to the area he 
would be welcomed back to 
Wanderers, but thought it un- 
likely. 

There is also some uncertainty 
as to the future of Dylan Evans 
who was put on the transfer list 
last month, Among clubs to have 
shown an interest in him are 
Slough Town, Staines and 
Aylesbury United and the de- 


cision as to where he will go, is’ 


up to him. 

Tonight’s match will certainly 
provide a test for the Wycombe 
newcomers as Altrincham are 
rated probably the best non- 
league side in the country. 
Indeed they are one of the two 
clubs applying to join the Foot- 
bali League next season.
